Cuvuncu.—From an interesting sermon 
delivered on last Sabbath, by Dr, 
Pritehard, we glean the following facts 
touching the histery of the Raleigh 
Baptist Church: 

About the beginning of 1812, Rev. 
Robert T. Daniel, a Baptist minister, 
residing pear Holly Springs, Wake 
county, spent a night in Raleigh, then a 
small village. Hearing that a Univer. 
salist was to preach that night in Clen- 
deuing's meeting-house, he attended, 
aud ty the challenge which the preacher 
gave at the close of his sermon, he re- 
sponded by stating that he would 
answer the Universalist in that cuureh 
ata given time. Whereupon, Mr. Clen 
dening arose and exclaimed Nou shan't 
have my meeting-honse to preach in.” 
“Very well,” replied Mr. Daniel, “ then 
I'l preach in the State House at the 
time appointed.” He did preach to a 
very large congregation at the time 
designated, and so powerful was the 
impression produced that six hundred 
dollars were subscribed that night to 
build a Baptist Church in Raleigh. 

A short time after this, March 8th, 
1812, Mr. Daniel and Rev. Zadock Bell 
organized a church in the State House, 
of nine white and thirteen colored mem- 
bers, who had been dismissed from Cool 
Spring church, located about four miles 
North-west of Raleigh, sear Tucker’s 
Mill, but now extinct. 

The constituent white members were 
Hardy Saunders, Elhanon Nutt, John 
Briggs, Samuel Pearson, Mary Saunders, 
Nancy Card, Dollie Grayson and fabi 
tha Hutchings. The following July 
Rev. Robert. T. Daniel was chosen 

astor and Hardy Saunders and John 
riggs were ordained as deacons. 

In 1815 Rev. R. T. Daniel removed to 
Greenville, Pitt county, and it does not 
appear that the Church had a regular 
pastor for several years. During this epis 
copal hiatus the pulpit of the Church, 
then located on the lot where Mr. Pep 
per now lives, was occupied occasional- 
ly by the late Rev. Josiah Cradup, Rev. 
John Purifoy, and Rev. Zodack Bell, 
and Dr. McPheeters, the Presbyterian 
pastor of Raleigh often ministered to 
the Church on Sabbath afternoons. 

The records show that the Rev. Thom- 
us Crocker was pastorin 1821. In 1822, 
Mr. Daniel became pastor a second time 
—about this time the Church was re- 
moved from the lot of Mrs. Dudley to 
Moore Square, where it stood until 
within the past year. 

On the 25th of March, 1827, P. W. 
Dowd, a recent graduate of Columbian 
College at Washington, D. C., was or- 
dained pastor of the Church; Rev. 
Thos. Crocker preaching the sermon of 
the occasion. Mr. Dowd resigned in 
1831, when Rev. James G. Hall became 
pastor for one yeur. 

Rev. Q. H. Trotman was pastor in 
1831. 

In 1833, Rev. W. II. Jordan was 
chosen pastor, under whose administra- 
tion the church divided, the majority 
retaining the old house of worship, and 
the minority, with the pastor, worship- 
ping in a hall over the store now occu- 
pied by A. Kline. 

Mr. Jerdan resigned in 1838, wien 
Rev. Amos J. Battle took charge ot the 
church and built the church now occu- 
pied by the Roman Catholics. This 
church was dedicated in May 1840, 
Rev. Thomas Mendith preaching the 
sermon, and Rev. Amos J. Battle ofler- 
ing the prayer ef dedication, This 
church cost between six and cight thou- 
sand dollars, and was sold tor three 
thousand. 

Rev. Lewis Du Pre was the next pas- 
tor, who served the church for three 
years. Ille was succeeded by Rey. J. J. 
Finch in January 1845, who resigued in 
1848, on account of ill health. In 1819, 
the church was served for atime by aman 
by the name of Hlolms from New York, 
Wh» was an attractive preacher, but 
proved to he an impostor, bearing 
about with him forged crdentia's and 
letters of introduction. 

Rev. T. W. Toby was pastor from 
July 1850 till July 1853, at which time 
Dr. A. McDowell assumed the duties of 
pastor, in connection with a school he 
taught in the city. Rev. G. W. Jehn- 


ston was elected as pastor in 
1855, but resigned by reason of a 


throat affliction before the end of the 
year. 

Rev, Thos. E. Skinner, D. D., became 
pastor in January, 1856. The present 
honse of worship was deaicated Nov. 
12th, 1858, Dr. J. L. Burrows, of Rich- 
mond, Va., preaching the sermon, and 
the late Dr. James McDanicl, of Fayette: 
ville, offering the dedicatory prayer. 

This church cost nearly $27,000 — the 
lot on which it stands was presented 
by Dr. Skinner, A. M. Lewis and Alfred 
Williams. The iron fence which cost 
a thousand dollars, and the furniture of 
the pulpit, were also presented by Dr. 
Skinner. 

The membership, at the time the 
new church was occupied, consisted of 
433 souls, 228 of whom were white, and 
205 colored persons. 

Dr. Skinnor went to Europe in No- 
vember, 1863, wheu the present pastor, 
having been imprisoned and banished 
from Baltimore by military authority, 
for Southern sympathy, took charge of 
the church till Dr. Skinner's setyrn in 
1865. In September, 1867, Dr. Skinner 
removed to Nashville and in February, 
1868, Dr. Pritchard became pastor, at 
which time the whole membership was 
about 260. The present catalogue of 
the church contains the names of 382 


communicynts. 
Atter the historical narrative was 
concluded, Dr. Pritchard submitted 


seven practical lessons deduced from the 
histery of the church, which we have 
not spice to present.

In the election in that State in 1868, 
the Republicans had a large majority. 
For State {officers in 18684 the average 
majority was 24,000, and in November 
of the same yeur, the majority for Pres- 
ident Grant was 28,000. 

Of couse the Democrats and Liberals 
had no hopes, with this tremendous 
majority against them, of carrying the 
election yesterday. 

The Maine Congressional delegation 
in the present Congress is unanimously 
Republican. The Legislature, ol course, 
is overwhelmingly of the same political 
complexion. 

Under such circumstances, it would 
be too much to expect to do more than 
reduce the popular majority, and make 
some gains in Congress and the Legis- 
lature. 

The canvass has been a very warm 
and exciting one, and the friends of re- 
form have been making a gallant fight 
against ovetwhelming odds. Some of 
our ablest and most distinguished pol - 
iticians from different States have ad- 
dressed immense gatherings throughout 
the State, and the feeling in our ranks 
is very determined and earnest. 

Of the five Congressionai districts, 
we have no hopes of carrying two, the 
second and fourth. Our friends gener- 
ally concede that Blaine, the present 
speaker of the House, will be re-elected 
in the third district—but his majority 
will be considerably seduced. We 
therefore have only a prospect of carry- 
ing the first and fifth Districts. In the 
first District the friends of Clifford, the 
Liberal Democratic nominee, are in 
very good spirits, while Pike, our can- 
didate in the fifth, is confilent of his 
election. He is the father of II. L. 
Pike, formerly Editor of the Raleigh 
Standard. 

If the Democrats and Liberals can re-
